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Response to Amendment 

1. This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed on July 20, 2004. Claims 
1-20 are pending. 

2. Applicant's amendment has overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, of claims 7-11. 
However, the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of theses claims, because they are directed to non-statutory 
subject matter, stands. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §101 

3. Claims 7-1 1 and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. See Paragraph #4 of the previous Office action. 

4. Applicant's has amended claims 7 and 9 to now recite that the redundancy symbols 
produced by the manipulating step represent ECC symbols for detecting and correcting errors in 
the k data symbols. As mentioned in the previous Office action, the claimed invention merely 
converts one set of numbers into another set of numbers. Nothing technological is accomplished. 
Furthermore, the added language merely represent a statement of an intended use, not a "useful, 
concrete and tangible result" as set forth in State St. Bank . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6, 12 and 13 are allowable over the prior art of record.
